LAND REFORM. 

A large and spirited Land Retorm Meeting 
was held last week in New York. A letter ap- 
proving of the objects of the meeting was read 
from Mr. Brown, M. C. of Mississippi; and 
one expressing “deep interest” in the satject 
from Mr. H. D. Moore, M. C. of Philadelphia 
Horace Greeley, Senator Walker, of Wisconsin, 
Mike Walsh, &c., were the great guns of the 
occasion. 

The object of the Land Reformers, as we learr 
by the proceedings in question, is three-fold— 
first, to prohibit the sale of the public lands, and 
declare them free, in sufficient portions, to “ the 
landless ;" secondly, to limit the amount of land 
h any citizen may ecquire ; and thirdly, to 
he homestead exempt from al! liability 
. it is also contended for, that the per- 
sons te whom the public land ws given, ebeil bi 
ne right te dispese of the same, except to those 
not already possessing land. 

it appears to us that there is « good deal of 
reason, and abou! as much anreason, mixed toge- 
ther in the above projects. As to the simple do- 
mation of public land to the poor, we certamly, 
se far from having any objection te it, look upon 
it as a wise and judicious measure. We think 
ted te benefit beth the old and new 
the first by withdrawing « superfoous 
population, and bettering the prospects of those 
with whom they now come in competition; and 
the second, by the supply of labor which is 
greatly needed in the West, in the work of sub- 
stitating bouses and farms, for the laire of wild 
beasts and the open prairie. Therefore, so far 
as the plan should work, we epprebend its effects 
would be good. 

Bat as to the extent to which any such A sii 
lege would be taken advantage of by the 
less,” (to use the set phrase,) we are by co 
means so sanguine Land Reforming 
friends.

such communication, when and by whom, and in 
what manner, the frst intelligence was given to 
this Government of the decree of the Govern- 
ment of France, bearing date the 98th of April, 
1811, and purporting to be a definitive repeal of 
the Decrees of Berlin and Milen. 

These ‘were not te em. 
barrass the Administration, b\\' to elicit infor- 
mation that might throw some light upon the 
prouimate causes of the war, and to enable mem- 
bers to best judge the most preper manner of 





condacting it. 

Mr. Webster, in hie speech on these resolu- 
tions displayed a cautious regard for facts, a phi- 
lesop hieal moderation of tone, a fullness of know- 


aggeration of statement or argument, ne sophis- 
try nor uncalled for rhetoric in his speech ; the 
oldest Partiamentarian cou!: not have exhibited 
more propriety and decency of manner ot jan- 
guage, nor the most able, a logic more perspica- 
cious or more convincing. There was a harmony 
between the thought and its expression, that won 
attention and compelled admiration. The open- 
pdedoned- aged simple, uneffected, with- 

out pretension, gradually gaining the confidence 
of his audience by its transparent sincerity aod 
freedom from sught resembling dwplay. As the 
erator continued and grew animated, bis words 
became more fluent, and his language more ner- 
vous: & crowd of thoughts seemed rushing upon 
him, all eager for utterance. He held them, 
however, under the command of his mind, os 
greyhounds with a leash, till he nesred the close 
of his speech, when, warmed by the previous re- 
*raint, be poured them all forth, one after an- 
other, in glowing language. 

The speech took the House by surprise, not so 
much from its eloquence as from the vast amount 
of historical knowledge and illustrative ability 
Gaplayed in it. How a person, untrained to fo- 
renmic contests and unused to public effairs, could 
exhibit so much Parliamentary tact, such nice 

of the difficulties of « difficult ques- 
hon, amd such 4uiet facility in surmounting them, 
puszied the mind. The age and experience of 
the speaker had prepared the House for no such 
display, ar astonishment for a time subdued the 
expression of its admiration. 

« No member before,” says « person then in 
the House, “ever rivetted the attention of the 
Hoese so closely, in his first speech. Members 
left their seats where they could not see the 
speaker face to face, and sat down, or stood on 
the floor, fronting him. All listened attentively 
and silently ring the whole speech ; and when 
it was over, many went up and warmly congre- 
tulated the orator; among whom, w: 
not the most niggard of their compliments, who 
most dissented trom the views he had expressed.””

was delivered, | did not know Mr. Webster, but 
{ was so moch struck with it, that I did not 
‘nesitate then te state, that Mr. Webster was « 
very able man, and would become one of the 
very first statesmen in America, and perhaps the 
very Gret.”” 

The speech immediately raised the author to 
the first consideration in the House, and geined 
him great reputetion throughout the country. 
The object it proposed was merely information 
teepecting the time and manner in which the 
revocation of the Berlin and Milan Decrees 
reached the President. Certain opponents, how- 
ever, of the Administration used the introduc- 
thon of the resolutions as an opportunity for as- 
sault upon it, particularly as they related to its con- 
duct of the war. The National Intalligenerr— 
the organ of the dominant party—says in the 
paper of June 15: “ This debate bas now assum- 
ed euch a character, that, although there is bat 
little oppositien to Mr. Webster’s motion, it has 
become necessary for the advocates of the pre- 
sent war, for the friends of the Administration, 
the defenders of their country’s reputation, to 
repel the violence of their opponents, and in 
turn pursue to the ost recesses of their 
coverts, and drag them forth into the light of 
dey.” 

But Mr. Webster took no part im the debate 
after it bac assumed « factious character; his 
object being, net te foment party quarrels, but 
te carry out « natienal purpose.

Ever grasping at honors, success rather exaspe- 
rated than satiefied him. While there was « 
step still higher he was restless, discontented, 
morose, till be reached it; and when reached, 
the fear of its loss was greater than the pleasure 
of its enjoyment, and kept hie mind in a con- 
stant turbulence.

BRITISH VIEW OF AMERICAN 
AGRICULTURE. 





At « late meeting of a farmer's club in Ber- 
wiekshire, says Chambers’s Edinburgh Journal, 
Protessor Johnston gave an account of « tour 
which be had recently made in North America 
with a view to ascertain the state of agricul 
ture in that quarter of the world. An abstract 
of his observations will be read with inte 
reat: 


“The Professor mentioned that the state of 
agriculture in the Northern parts of America, 
in our own provinces, and in New England, 
was generally what the state of agricultare in 
Scotland probably was eighty or ninety years 
ago. In some parts of New Brunswick they 
are very nearly in the precise condition in 
which Scotland was 120 years ago. Go as far 
West as you like, and as far South as you like, 
the same general description applies te the 
whole. In regard to the cultivation of land in 
America, its condition arises from a variety of 
causes, and very few considerations will enable 
you to understand how it has come about. If 
you ask yourselves to what class does the majo 
rity of emigrants belong, you will have ne diffi- 
culty in coming to « conclusion. Look at the 





towns of England and Scotland—ask yourselver 
of what class they consist—what amount of in 
telligence and agricultural knowledge they pos 
sess; and in the answer to this you will af 
once find the key to the estate of the land ir 
the whole Northern part of America. Now 
what has been their procedure—by what kind of 
procedure have they brought about the state of 
exhavetion to which the soil bas been reduced
